Applicant argued that Haythornthwaite does not teach the features of claim 6 regarding calculating a mean value from 
zonal measurements of felt properties. Examiner notes that this language appears to be present in Haythornthwaite 
on columns 4 and 5. Applicant also argued that such conditioning of the felt is not utilized to achieve optimum dry 
matter content of the fibrous web and good moisture cross-direction profile of the web. Examiner notes this language is 
not presently recited and will reconsider any claims including this feature in addition to claim 6. Applicant also argues 
that none of the applied documents teach measuring the cross-direction profile of the web and the felt in order to 
zonally recondition the felt . Examiner notes this language does not appear to be present in any of the applied 
documents and will reconsider any claims including this feature. 
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
